It shows in great detail alj of the 


towns houses, railroads, roads, schools 
streams, rivers and political boundar- 
ies as well as the shapes and eleva* 
lion of all hills and valleys. By means 
of the map it is possible to estimate 
within a few feet the elevation above 
sea level of any house or other point 
and exact measure may be made of 
the distance between any two points 
The map of the Tyrone quadrangle 
includes the borough of Tyrone on its 
western border, the postomce of Dix 
on :ts northern border, Gatesburg in 
the northeast corner and just includes 
the outskirts of Huntingdon in its 
southeast corner. The area covered is 
one of the most interesting, physio- 
graphically in all Pennsylvania. Here 
as elsewhere in the state, the shape 
of the hills and valleys is governed 
primarily by the hardness and resist- 
anoe of the rocks but modified by the 
past history of the area. The map 
brings out what is quite apparent to 
anyone viewing the landscape, that 
the high, narrow ridges generally have 
fairly level ciests, and that the crests 
of the main ridges are about the same 
height The narrowness of these ridges 
is du>.to the upturned position and 
thirnessV the harder rocks that form 
the crest.

SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS SUFFRAGE 
FOR WOMEN TODAY 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—The 


Woman's Suffrage Amendment to the 
constitution was declared legal by the 
Supreme .Court today affirming the 
judgement of the^ MarylanH State 
Court. The Supreme Court ruled that 
the 19th Amendment giving women 
equal right with men to cast a vote 
does not conflict with 
Article V of 


the constitution. A test 
case 
was 


brought in^Maryland where the State 
Legislature twice refused to ratify* the 
suffrage amendment and the test re- 
sulted in challenging its constitution- 
ality.
